Kinley and all the. stories and affi- 
davits to the contrary are vicious lies. 

“When | speak about the determi- 
nation of one’s position at the pole I 
mean this. There is a large area up 
there, in all parts of which the same 
effects are observed in regard to nat- 
ural phenomena. Kverywhere one 
looks is south, the sun is only 124 
degrees above the horizon, and there 
are the same effects in the coloring 
and atmospheré. Therefore, you might 
travel 10 miles or more, if you had 
the strength, without observing anv 
change, and at no one spot could you 
absolutely this foot of ground is 
the North Pole. 

“When I first got there—" 
plorer shook his head at the remem- 
brance—‘“‘the accomplishment was lost 
in the weariness and the fact that we 
had done what we had so long toiled 
for. It was only snow and ice, like 
the rest of the country, and then came 
the necessity of preserving our lives 
and getting back to civilization.” 

Dr. Cook claims to have been fre- 
quently misquoted since his return 
from the Pole. He says he was well 
received on his second visit to Co- 
penhagen, and not greeted with mob 
Violence, as reported.

The position of the commission is supported by what is equiv- 
alent to a moral, if not a legal, contract entered into between-the 
city and citizens who develop outlying tracts that may later be 
made a part of the corporation of Atlanta. In the cases of Ansley 
Park, Copenhill and the other sections affected, private capital 
installed the mains at its own expense, and the city charged con- 
sumers double the fixed rate, thus reaping a large margin of profit 
from an investment of which it provided only a part. 

A city ordinance stipulates that where the city absorbs sec- 
tions of land thus supplied with water service, it shall have an 
option on the purchase of the mains, the ordinance being prédi- 
cated upon the obvious inequity of the city’s collecting revenue from 
consumers who paid for the installation of their own plant after 
these consumers shall have become municipal tax payers. In 
other words, in view of the. tremendous taxable values created by 
E-dwin P. Ansley in Ansley Park, and added to the city, and by 
other developers in other portions of the county since merged into 
Atlanta, the city is morally bound to reimburse the individuals. re- 
| sponsible for that portion of the improvements bringing steady 
income to the municipality. Any other hypothesis would border 
on municipal confiscation. 

When Brookwood became a part of Atlanta, council took this 
view of the matter, and reimbursed the citizens who had laid mains 
throughout that section upon a fair basis of valuation. The finance 
committee of council has taken the view that the bond cOmmission 
is the proper body to pass upon the-present issue. But the finance 
committee, as members of the bond commission, have voted with 
the latter to recommend that council apply $20,000 of the bond 
money to the discharge of what is palpably an equitable obli- 
gation. | 

It is to be hoped that council, at its session today, will regard 
the matter in this light, and follow the recommendation of the 
bond commission. Any other course would be in the nature of 
breach of implied contract, and the weakening of an incentive to 
those citizens engaged in pushing the expansion of Atlanta at their 
own risk and expense. ?

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Propagation of Game 
Urged by Expert 

Editor Constitution: Our last leg- 
islature, in its wisdom enacted a game 
law which, as a beginning, is good, but 
there are certain defects which, it is 
hoped, will be remedied at the next 
Session. Must of these are faults of 
detail which could not be seen until 
the law was put in operation. It igs 
not of this I weuld write, but of the 
important subjects of game laws, game 
protection and gamt propagation. 

lt is a great pleasure to the sports- 
men of the State to see how well the 
law is received by the farmers and 
land-owners, and how well it has been 
Observed. I do not megan to say that 
all are in favor of the law, or that it 
has not been violated, but I claim that 
every man in Georgia who under- 
stands the objects of the law is hear- 
tily in favor of it and will grow more 
and more in favor of it as the years 
gO by. 

Au Asset, 

Hew men have ever looked upon the 
game of the state as an asset, but sucn 
it is. Heretofore many farmers have 
had an idea, and one with good reason 
that many sportsmen of the towns and 
cities came upon their isnds without 
so much as asking permission anil 
Slaughtered the game _ ruthlessly, not 
even offering them a shave. This is 
all changed. The law makes such 
conduct a misdemeanor, and the farm- 
er must. give his permission before a 
gun can be fired upon his land. Here- 
tofore the idle negroes were walkinzs 
up and down the roads or roaming the 
iclds and woods with shotguns. or 
winchester rifles. Now one roaming 
a)ound with a gun is an exception. 

The better class of negroes in this 
section are heartily in favor of the 
game law, and do all they can to pre- 
vent its viclation. 

Our fish laws are, so far, very im- 
perfect, and aside from the fact that 
fishing cannot be done upon the lands 
of another without his consent, it does 
nothing for the fish in small streams 
and inland waters. But even the fact 


mensely profitable, and cannot under- 
stand the backwardness of other states 
in the work. 

If the Goorgia legislature will 80 
amend the game laws as to allew the 
propagation of game and fish, the men 
who vote for the law will live to be 
proud of their work.

How to Get Reductions 


in Fire Insurance Rates 

Editor Constitution: I notice that a 
meeting will be held in the city on 
the 23d instant for the purpose of de- 
vising some systematic plan for better 
educating the people and the general 
public in reducing the excessive num- 
ber of fires. This is a most important 
movement, and should receive the 
active co-operation of the people gen- 
erally. 

The great differences shown in the 
percentage of losses by fires in this 
country and England, as well as cine 
differences in premium charges, is due 
largely to the character of consttuc- 
tion materials and methods of build- 
ing in the two countries. 

A wooden constructed residence, or 
wooden building of any kind, in Eng- 
land would be looked upon as a curios- 
ity. The building material in England 
is brick, stone or re-enforced concrete, 
and in the business sections of the 
cities steel framing is used in the in- 
terior construction. 

Every building erected, of whatever 
character, is first-class in every partic- 
ular as to material used and conscruc- 
tion. In this country the general idea 
is to build as cheaply as possibie and 
use the most inflammable building ma- 
terial in the world, heart pine, in the 
construction of residences and tne in- 
terior framing of business houses. 

In other words, the fire hazard in the 
south is On a maximum basis, while 
that of England is on the minimum. 
A campaign of education should be 
inaugurated to induce property owners 
to so construct their byildings as to 
minimize aS much as possible the fire

Washington, January 14.—~There are 
serious defects in the general mining 
laws of the United States as applied 
to Alaska and those defects are be- 
coming more apparent, is the opinion 
(rovernor Clark, expressed in his 
annual report to Secretary of the In- 
teriq; Fisher. The existence of pro- 
visions which tend to retard develop-

“ment and to encourage more specula- 


tion has often been complained of by 
intelligent and progressive mining 
men of the United States, he says, ad- 
ding. “In Alaska there is still more 
ground for complaint for the owners 
of mining claims, in many cases, re- 
side elsewhere and have no intention 
of operating their claims. The motive 
to develop as a condition of owner- 
ship is entirely wanting in Alaska.” 

One of the worst discouragements 
to mining development under present 
conditions, he asserts, “is the frequent 
and long-drawn-out litigation in the 
courts over mining claims ang water 
rights which the present system in- 
duces.” ? 

Commenting on the fact that there 
was no increase in population in 
Alaska during the past year, Governor 
Clark declares that “any considerable 
increase in the population of the ter- 
ritory must await a more liberal gov- 
ernmental policy as a whole, includ- 
ing a revision of. the present land 
laws and the enactment of new ones; 
and, furthermore, in some measure a 
more considerate attitude on the part 
of the press and the people in the 
states toward the development of 
Alaska by highly capitalized inter- 
ests,” 

The prime importance of providing 
a means by which coal mining in 
Alaska may be made possible under 
the law is menerally appreciated, he 
savs, adding that “the patenting of 
any number of the existing claims 
would fail to bring complete solu- 
tion of the fuel problem.” 


HEAVY ORDERS PLACED 
IN THE STEEL TRADE 


New York, January 14.—Among the 
prominent features of the steel trade 
ast week were the conference of the 
Pennsylvania railroad with the steel 
mills regarding rails specifications, the 
extraordinary December statement of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
and the keen competition among fabri- 
cating shops and structural mills for 
new business. 

The railroads ordered 60,000 tons of 
rails, the principal contract being 36,- 
000 tons for the Northern Pacific. Some 
heavy. contracts are likely to be re- 
leased this week, including 150,000 tons 
for the Pennsylvania: 178,000 tons for 
the New York Central: 60,000 tons for 
the St. Paul: 45,000 tons for the Erie: 
30,000 tons for the Lackawanna and a 
supplementary order for the Southern 
railway. The car contracts included 
2200 more cars for the Pennsylvania: 
750 for the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern 
ang 500 for the Hocking Valley. 
orders were light, the only one worthy 


of note being 2,000 tons for the Norfolk | 


and Western, but 20,000 tons addition- 
al for railway bridges and shops are 
on the point of being closed. 

The principal contracts for fabricat- 
ed steel were placed in the west where 
9.000 tons alone are required for cop- 
per smelters to be ‘constructed. The 
most important building contract was 
for the marine bank building at Buf- 
falo, requiring 4,000 tons of steel, 
awarded to the Lackawanna Steel Com- 
pany. The largest local contract was 
for a loft Luilding to be erected near 
Madison Square, requiring 1,800 tons of 
steel, which will be Bethlehem sections, 
T. Welles has the general contract. 
The steel! corporation reported enor- 
mous contracts for finished products 
booked in December—the aggregate be- 
ing 2,163,000 tons, while the December 
output of finished products was about 
926.0009 tons. 

The volume of business in pig tron 
was comparatively light throughout 
the week, total orders in all districts 
were'less than 75,000 tons, about oene- 
third of which was for steel making 
iron.

Toledo, Ohio, January 14.—Fifty pas- 
sengers on Big Four train No. 1, from 
Detroit to Cincinnati, are reported to 
have been hurt in a wreck. which oc- 
curred early this afternoon, four miles 
south of Carey, Ohio.

HIS FROZEN BOD 
FOUND AT LAST 


Campion, One of Equitable 
Victims, Like Statue 
of Marble.

New York, January 14.—The Lody of 
William Campion, the aged watchman 
who lost his life in the Equitable Life 
building fire of last Tuesday, was found 
today, frozen in a kneeling, position 
behind a great steel gate leadiAg to the 
Street from the vaults of the Mercantile 
Trust Company. A heavy steel beam 
from the roo? of the vault pinned down 
the man’s back. 

Evidence of his frantic efforts to es- 
cape the falling ruins behind him was 
furnished by an arm extended through 
the bars of the gate as if imploring 
help. The knees, too, protruded through 
the openings. Encased in ice with the 
feet firmly frozen in a pedestal of icy 
debris, the entire body resembled a 
rough hewn statue of marble. 

It was the night’s work of fifty men 
to remove the tons of _ice-cemented 
ruins that hid the gate of the vault 
from view, and the day’s work of 
wrecking experts to cut away the bars 
of the gate. While the work was going 
on two of the men saw, they said, far 
of Francis Neider, another missing 
watchman. 

Both Neider and Campion went into 
the vaults with William Giblin, presi- 
dent of the Mercantile Trust Company, 
who was rescued by firemen cutting 
away the steel bars of another gate 
the day of the fire. :

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WAGES CREATION 
OF PARCELS POST 


DeGraw Assets It Is Needed 
to Help Rural Delivery 


|Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Makes Interesting 


Recommendations as to Pay, 
and Vacations of R. F. D.. 


Carriers. 


Washington, January 14.—-The estab- 
lishment of parcel post delivery along 
rural mail routes should not Le delay- 
ed any longer, in the opinion of P. V. 
DeGraw, fourth assistant postmaster 
general in his annual report submitted 
to Postmaster General Hitchcock. 

“Every consideration of practicabil- 
ity, business expediency and good ad- 
ministration,’’ he says, “favors the plan 
as being a probable source of large rev- 
enue and great public accommodation.” 

Mr. DeGraw bases his recommenda- 
| tion for a parcels post on the ground 
that the expenditure for rural service 
is increasing much more rapidly than 
the receipts, and the parcels post, he 
says would provide much additional 
revenue. During the past year the ru- 
ral mail receipts were $7,570,000, while 
the expenditures were §37,130,000. For 
the present year there has been appro- 
priated 42,790,000, while it is not expect- 
ed that there will be any appreciable in- 
crease in receipts. This loss will be- 
come greater each year, he says, un- 
less the parcels post is established to 
help. 

General DeGraw says: 

Need For Parcels Post. 

“As the expenditures are increasing 
far more rapidly than the receipts from 
matter mailed on the routes, it is evi- 
dent that with the growth of the serv- 
ice this loss will become greater year 
by year. In view of the magnitude of 
the discrepancy, the necessity for 
adopting measures to render the serv- 
ice productive of greater revenue be- 
comes more pressing than ever before. 
Undoubtedly the moet important of 
these measures, inasmuch as it would 
not only provide additional revenue, 
but would also furnish to the patrons 
of the service a convenience for which 
there is a wide and insistent demand, 
is the establishment of a parcel post 
on rural delivery routog, 

“The great value of rural delivery 
to the citizens of the nation is attest- 
ed on every side; but the facilities now 
in use can be made of greater utility to 
the farmers and business men on rural 
routes and at rural delivery distribut- 
ing points by providing special rates of 
postage for the carriage of packages of 
merchandise by rural carriers, limited 
to the territory supplied from rural de- 
livery postoffices. 

“My experience and observation, for- 
tified by the views of prominent per- 
sons, convince me that establishment of 
parcel delivery along the line of rural 
routes should not be longer delayed. 
Pe Many farmers are demanding this 
facility, now unavailable because the 
present rate of postage and limit of 
weight on merchandise is prohibitive of 
the carriage of packages by rural car- 
riers from merchants located at the 
distributing postoffices or on rural 
routes to the patrons of rural delivery. 

“Such service, it is believed, would 
insure the earning’ ef additional reve- 
nue amounting to millions of dollars, 
and at the same time benefit the farm- 
er by enabling him to have merchandise

of facilities.” 

Other Recommendations. 

Other recommendations made by 
General DeGraw which will be of par- 
ticular interest to the rural carriers 
are that their salaries be automatic- 
ally advanced 5 per cent after five 
years’ service, and 10 per cent after 
ten years’ service, thereby offering in- 
ducement to faithful carriers to res 
main in the service: also he recom- 
mends that the vacation period for 
rural carriers be increased from 15 
to 30 days each year, a change for 
which the rural carriers have long 
contended. 

Genera] DeGraw also feels that rur- 
al carriers who are injured or killed 
in the service should be compensated, 
or that their families should be paid 
a specific sum, as the case may be, 
just as is done for railway mail em- 
ployees.

vision should be made for taking care 
of superanpuated rural carriers other

Some Interesting Figures. 

On June 30, 1911, service was in 
Operation on 41,656 routes served by 
41.559 carriers at an annual cost of 
$37,130,000. During the year 1911, 608 
new routes were established and 312 
were discontinued, making a net in- 
crease of 577 routes. 

The total mileage of rural routes 
in operation June 30, 1911, was 
1,007,772, and the daily travel by car- 
riers was 1,000,277 miles, the average 
mileage per route being 24,19. Ex- 
cluding the cost of substitutes and of 
toll and ferry service, the average 
cost per mile traveled was $0.11775. 

Of the 41,559 carriers in the rural 
service during the year 222 were dis- 
missed for: cause, a decrease of six 
from the number dismissed during the 
previous fiscal year. 

In 1897 there were only 82 rural 
routes and the total expenditure for 
conducting them was $14,840. In 1911 
there were 41,656, and the cost to’ 
the government was $37,126,812. The 
total number of pieces of mail handled 
on all the rural roates for the year 
ended June 30, 1911, as estimated from 
a count made during the month of 
ay,, wee 2,727,295,076, and their com- 
binec

Summary of Recommendations. 

Following is a summary of recom- 
mendations made in General DeGraw's 
report: 

That action "be taken to secure yni- 
formity in mail boxes and posts in the 
rural mail service. 

Thata higher grade examination for 
the position of rural carrier be re- 
quired 80 as to render these employ- 
ees e.igible for transfer to other posi- 
tions in the postal service without 
further examination. 

That provision be made for an auto- 
matic increase of rural carriers’ sal- 
aries in recognition of length. of 
service. 

That appropriate legislation be en- 
acted that will extend to rural car- 
riers the existing laws which author- 
ize the postmaster general to pay the 
sum of $2,000 “to the legal representa- 
tives of a railway postal clerk or sub- 
stitute railway postal clerk who shail 
ve killed while an duty, or who, being 
injured while on duty, shall die within 
one year thereafter as the result of 
such injury,’ and also authorize the 
payment of such employee, while guf- 
fering from injuries so received, of 
his salary for a period of one year. 

That a committee be appointed to 
formulate a plan to equalize the pay 
ef rural carriers, 

That rural carriers be aliowed thir- 
ty days’ leave of absence with pay, in- 
stead of fifteen days. 

That legislation be enacted provid- 
ing for delivery, at a special rate of 
postage, of packages not exceeding 11 
pounds in weight, to be effective be- 
tween the distributing postoffice and 
the patrons of any rural route ema- 
nating from such postoffice. 

That legislation be enacted author- 
izing the postmaster general to em- 
ploy whatever temporary service may 
be rendered necessary by reason of 
the failure ef accepted bidders or eon- 
tractors to begin. or to continue serv- 
ice under contract, at a rate which 
he may deem reasonable, in lieu of 
the acts of August 8, 1882, and July 
26, 1892, which should be repealed. 

That the act approved May 4, 1882, 
fixing the time within which. contrae- 
tors must pay their ocarriers, be 
amended so as to conform to the 
change in the manner of payment of 
the contractors from quarterly § to 
monthly. 

That legislation be enacted which 
will make provision for the retirement 
of superannuated employees. 

That an appropriation of $2,500 he 
procured to provide an electric power 
vehicle to carry passengers and ~mes- 
sengers between the stoffcie depart- 
ment and the annex building. 

That legislation be enacted provid- 
ing that a nominal charge be made 
for the return of matter from the di- 
vision of dead letters to writers when . 
not bearing upon the envelope or 
wrapper the card address of the 
sender, 

That section 3938, revised statutes, 
be amended so ag to permit of the . 
adoption of an improved method of 
disposing of undeliverable articles by 
sale, and thus to eliminate as far as 
practicable the objectionable lottery 
features involved in carrying out the 
existing law on the subject.

AS TO PLOWING TIME 


It is highly probable that on the 
farms of a majority of southern farm- 
ers ,the larger part of the area in- 
tended for the main crops to be plant- 
ed i nth espring have not felt the 
touch of the plowshare since the crops 
that grew upon them last year were 
“layed by.” Yet, all must be plowed 
and harrowed between now and plant- 
ing time. 

As a consequence of these conditions 
most farmers realize that they must 
“start” the plows as early as practica- 
ble and keep them going whenever the 
Soil is in right condition for stirring. 
But there is such a thing as being 
“too smart” in plowing—as well as in 
Other things—ag most farmers have 
learned by a sometimes costly experi- 
ence. 

Wet Ground the Chief Deuger. 
The principal danger, perhaps, lies 
in plowing when the ground is too 
wet, and this condition is more apt to 
occur in the first three months of the 
year than at any other season. More- 
over, plowing the ground when too 
wet is much more harmful in the 
spring months than in the fall, for the 
reason that the frosts of winter tend 
to greatly ameliorate the harm done.

There is a longer period in which the 
soil may slowly recover from the bad 
effects of plowing, when too wet. The 
Scientists call it ‘‘puddling”’ although 
the word does not sound very scien- 
tific, does it?—for it is the first step 
toward converting the. soil into a 
“puddle,” or “mud puddle’ (now we 
have it). You remember, when a. boy, 
how you, with bare feet, loved to tramp 
the smooth, water-sogged soil until it 
formed into a semi-liquid batter. Well, 
that is puddling in the extreme. You 
have noticed how the soil thus treated 
dries out hard and breaks up into 
hard, close-grained clods. ‘But what's 
the use—every farmer knows how 
close and tight the soil becomes when 
it dries out after breaking when it 
was too wet. The particles of soil 
have been run together just like the 
grains of sand and particles of lime 
of the mason’s mortar. Every old: 
farmer has “put up” a stick-and-dirt”’ 
chimney, or had it done (I have done 
{t mvself), and knows how the clay 
and water—not a speck of lime—hard- 
ens into a pretty good: substitute for 
lime mortar. So with the soil, and the 
more clay in the soil, the more it will 
be. But even comparatively light or 
loamy soils are more or less injured 
by plowing when too wet. Nor do they 
recover from such impaired physical 
condition in a hurry. I have noticed 
the evil effects for more than a year. 
Too Wet Just Now. 

The recent wet spells that we have 
had, and the probability of more of the 
same sort of weather, Suggested this 
train of thought. The ground is cer- 
tainly wet in this part of the country. 
Of course the experienced farmer 
knows that the soil to the depths of 
four or five inches may be in good con- 
dition for plowing, while the next lay- 
er is entirely too wet to stir. When

Washington, January 14.—The army 2 
officers affected by the order of Secre- 
tary of War Stimson, issued yesterday, 
are putting the best face possible on 
the situation, and are smothering their 
disappointment, while outwardly smil- 
ing. The administration order came 
as a surprise to many of them, but they 
admit the order is based on the letter 
of the law. 

The national capital js the mecca for 
army and navy men. Here they are 
close to the seat of things; can keep 
posted of doings on the inside, before 
the news is passed along the line to 
the military outposts, and can have a 
part in the political maneuvering that 
is going on all the time.

The matter had 
begun to cause some talk in the army, 
whose officers who would like duty in 
Washington felt that they were being 
kept out in the cold by men who used 
pull and opportunity by being on the 
spot to hold on to their swivel. chair 
jobs.

The kainit was the ingredient that 
was advised as a preventative of rust. 

You say you used equal parts of a 
ready mixed guano analzying 10-2-2 
and kainit. Such a mixture would 
analvze:  5.00-1.00-7.25, which would 
be probably twice-as much potash as 
was necessary. Twenty-five pounds of 
potash to each 100 pounds of the 10- 
9-2 would have given a mixture that 
'would have analyzed. 8-1.60-4, which 
would have lacked 90.80 per cent of 
having enough nitrogen. 

You do not say how much of the 
mixture you applied per acre and 
therefore I cannot answer your query, 
“What of that?” The large increase 
may have been—and probably was— 
Aue to the fact that you used Kainit 
and thereby prevented rust. I suspect 
that you applied 200 pounds per acre 
of your mixture. If I am correct, then 
the crop you “doubled” must have been 
a very poor one, indeed, for the 200 
pounds of 5.00-1.00-7.25 per acre would 
hardly have caused an increased yield 
of more than 200 pounds of seed cot- 
ton per acre except in comparison with 
a badly rusted, unfertilized crop on 
the same kind of land. 

The nitrogen of the 10-2-2 was very 
probably supplied by dried blood. Why 
not mix 1,000 pounds of 14 per cent 
(or 875 pounds of 16 per cent). acid, 
about 700 pounds of standard cotton- 
seed meal and 450 pounds of Kainit, 
which would give you a mixture an- 
‘alyzing about 8-2-2.60, which would 
be about right. Not knowing what 
your yield was, nor the amount of 
fertilizer applied per acre last year, 
I am not prepared to say how much 
fertilizer you should apply this year, 
but not less than 400 to 600 pounds 
per acre of the mixture, or something 
similar.

JERSEY COW AILING. 

J. S&S. G., Montezuma, Ga.—I have a 
very fine Jersey cow that was foun- 
‘dered a few months ago, and appar- 
ently recovered, but about a month 
ago she dropped calf, and since then 
has refused to eat anything but a 
little hay or shucks, and not much of 
that. Her bowels seem to be alright, 
but her nose jis dry; and she continues 
to fall off, and is very thin. She broke 
into my garden and ate a lot of col- 
lards, and I suppose this was* the 
cause of her being foundered. I would 
be very glad if you could tell me what 
to do for her. 

Answer—The fact that founder of 
cattle is never so serious as of the 
horse, and the further fact that she 
got well, precludes the idea that she 
has suffered a relapse. The “dry nose” 
‘and continuing to fall off, and but lit- 
, tle appetite, indicate fever, but give no 
indication of the disease or derange- 
ment that has caused the fever. [f 
suspect that she did not “clear her- 
self” well of the “afterbirth,” and that 
a portion of it may be in the womb in 
a decaying condition—which would 
cause all the symptoms above mention- 
ed. But the special diagnostic symptom 
is a purulent discharge from that or- 
gan, accompanied by a very offensive 
odor, neither of which you note. AS 
you are near to Americus, lI advise you 
to consult a graduate veterinary sur- 
geon, or possibly you have a veterinary 
surgeon in your city. Pending his ad- 
vice, I would give her a dose of 1% 
pints of raw linseed oil, or 1 pound 
of Epsom salts with % ounce of ginger 
and % ounce of gentian. After it has 
operated, have ready a mixture of 2 
ounces of copperas, 2 ounces pulver- 
ized gentian, and divided into 12 doses, 
one to be given in a bran mash night 
and morning until all are taken. But 
consult the veterinary surgeon at once, 
if you suspect the womb trouble. 


‘ BLUE-GRASS LAWN, 

J. B. H., Atlanta, Ga.—I have a lawn 
of blue-grass sown in September, after 
preparing the ground well. I have a 
fine stand—in fact I think the prettiest 
lawn in city; it is 150 feet front and 
about 150 feet back, pretty well 
shaded. 

I am writing you to know whether 
or not I should cut or mow the grass 
this spring or would you just keep 
the weeds out and let the grass go 
to seed. 

Kindly give me what information 
you can regarding lawns or blue grass. 
It is not a mixture, but all blue grass, 
also some little chick weed... How can 
I get rid of this chick weed? 

Answer—lIt is posible to get a good 
Stand of blue grass on lawn if the soil 
be well prepared and plenty of seed 
be sown, say, at rate of 40 or 690 
pounds per acre. The difficulty is in 
carrying it through the summer. In 
middle Georgia it will generally be 
well to harrow in one-half ton or 
more per acre of air-slaked lime, or 
you may sow it on the surface, as it 
will soon sink into a well-prepared 
soil. The lawn should have a good 
top-dressing of well-decomposed stable 
Manure every year or two, say, every 
two years, and a dressing of lime be- 
tween the vears manure shall be ap- 
plied, say, every four years. The 
grass should be mown frequently from 
early spring until first of July, or 
even later, if it be growing freely. 
It should not be permitted to produce 
seed at any time as this function tends 
to exhaust the vitality of the plants. 
It would be very much better to re- 
seed the comparatively bare spots 
with bought seed. The annual weeds 
will be prevented from seeding by the 
frequent mowings, and the perennials 
may be dug out with a lawn grass 
spud or a garden trowel. I would not 
rake off’ the mown grass the first 
year. but let it He on. the surface., 
Chick weed (stellaria media) is an an-| 
nual weed. and it is only necesSary to 
prevent it from seeding in order to 
eradicate ‘it.

MULE WITH DYSPEPSIA. 

J. H. Weod, Dacula, Ga.—I ask your 
opinion on a young mule I have. He 
is 4 years old, and has a rough, long 
coat of hair, and will not thrive. He 
is what I call a trash-eater, and he 
will eat his manure. I have to ROOD | 
him tied up to prevent him from eat- 
ing it. If I give him ful) feed of corn 
it will gwive him the bellyache. His 
insides roll and tumble. I give stock 
powders. They do but very little, if 
any, good. Please give remedy. 

Answer—Your mule certainly has 
what !s commonly known as dyspep- 
sia or indigestion, and possibly he has 
intestinal worms, and maybe also !ice. 
I advise you to throw your “stock > 
powders” over the fence and don't get* 
anv more—for, as a rule, they are 
either practically worthless, or the 
medicine that -may be in them cost 
you ten times what they are worth. 

Give a purge of about 1% pints of 
raw linseed oll. When the oll has done 
its work prepare a mixture of 4 ounces 
each of saltpeter and copperas, both 
finély powdered and thoroughly mixed, 
which divide into 24 powders. Then 
boll a teacupful of flaxseed to a pulp 
in two gallons of water and while hot 
pour it over a half pail of bran and 
thus make a mash of it. When cool 
put in the mash one of the powders 
and give it. Do this night and morn- 
ing until all are given. The dyspep- 
sia may be due to long-continued feed- 
ing on “corn and fodder.’ Change the 
food gradually, substituting threshed 
oats, and sometimes a little wheat 
bran and green rye or oats. Be sure 
that the drinking water is the best. 
See that he is or is not lousy and let 
me know.

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FORMULAS FOR CORN AND COTTON 
ON SANDY SOLL. 

J. J, MecH., Old Hundred, N, C.—I 
wrote you last year, telling you how 
much guano I put on my cotton and 
corn. I told you my land is a light 
sandy loam, and. that I put 200 pounds 
cotton seed meal, 200 pounds 8—4—4, 
200 pounds kainit, 100 pounds acid and 
100 pounds soda per acre at laying-by 
time. And n my corn, per acre, 300 
pounds cetton seed meal mixed with 
100 pounds kainit, and, at laying-by 
time. Anti on my corn, per acre, 300 
I believe, that it wasn’t balanced 
right, or wasn’t the right formula. 
Now, 18 I acknowledge that I don't 
know much about figured formulas, 
will you please be so kind as to tell 
tme how many hundred pounds of dif- 
ferent Kinds of guano I should put on 
cotton and corn? I mean to use about 
800 pounds on cotton and about 400 or 
500 pounds on corn. 
Answer—I donot 
wrote you last year. But your mixture 
of 100 pounds acid, 200 pounds of 
8—i—4, 200 pounds cotton seed meal, 
200 pounds kainit and 100 pounds ni- 
trate of soda would analyze about 
4.70—4.50—2.90, which is very badly 
balanced formuia for cotton even on 
sandy land, being very short in phos- 
phoric acid, or rather long in nitrogen 
and potash. About 250 pounds more of 
acid would have tnade it about right. 
Or 800 pounds alone of 8—4—4 would 
have been about the right thing. Why 
mix up so many different ingredients 
when you can get any proportion you 
please by using acid, cotton seed meal 
and Kainit. Why not stick to formula 
No. 2, for cotton, modified for sandy 
land, say: Acid ‘phosphate (14 per 
cent), 1,000 pounds; cotton seed meal, 
700 pounds: Kainit, 400 pounds. Or you 
might make the cotton seed meal 400 
pounds and apply 150 pounds nitrate 
of soda interculturalliv. Without the 
juitrate, the total yould be 3,100

Talpa, Texas.—My mule 
colt, 2 years old, has two large warts 
—one one forehead, just where the 
Ij brow band is; the other just above the 
knee. I was told to tle thread round 
them. I did so to the one on his head. 
and it has turned dark, but the one 
on his leg is large as half an egg, and 
he bites it and keeps it raw and bleed- 
ing. I have been told that they are 
blood warts. Please advise me. 
Answer—When aiming to remove a 
wart by means of a string the latter 
maybe, preferably, a waxed small 
cord, and should be wound around the 
neck of the wart as close to the body 
as possible. and should be tightened 
every day or two, as the tissues shrink 
smaller. This will finally cut the wart 
off. Then apply a little bluestone as 
may be necessary to prevent any re- 
newed growth.

Revorted That Coast Line Seeks 
Outlet to West Through 
Thomasville. 


Thomasville, Ga., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—That the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad is going to build the connecting 
links that will give a through line from 
Thomasville to Tampa and give that 
road a trunk line to the west from 
Tampa seems now a certainty from 
the interview given out by Superin- 
tendent Morton Riddle, of the third di- 
vision of the road in Tampa recently 
speaking with authority from President 
Emerson. 


The connecting links to be built are 


from Monticello, Fla., to Perry, a dis- 
tance of thirty-three miles and from 
Oldtown on the Suwanee river, to Dun- 
ellon, a distance of forty-two miles, The 
Luilding of these links will give the 
shortest possible through line from the 
west to Tampa. When the road reaches 
Thomasville it will have the choice of 
several lines leading westward. 

The people of Thomasville, especially 
those keeping up with railroad matters 
have felt certain that this line would 
be built from the amount of money that 
the Coast Line is putting in improve- 
ments here in the way of shops and 
other additional facilities, but of course 
everyone is delighted to have it a con- 
firmed fact. It is said that the Coast 
Line {1s opening up this line with a 
view to handling much of the traffic 
of the Panama canal. It will also pass 
through a portion of country which is 
undeveloped and will prove a great fac- 
tor in opening it up to commerce. 

It seems a certainty now that the 
road will pass tnrough Monticello in- 
stead of going around to the west of it 
as was thought to be probable. The 
citizens of that town were determined 
to have it come that way if possible 
and have left no stone unturned to 
get it. The distance from Thomasville 
to Monticello is 24 miles by the branch 
line now running there and doubtless 
this line will be put into shape to han- 
dle the big through trains coming from 
the west. ;

The officials do not deny that they 
fear the _ strikers may make serious 
trouble when the mills attempt to re- 
sume, 

In the Italian, Polish and Pothunian 
churches today the priests urged the 
men and women not to resort to vio- 
lence, 

Meetings were held all over the city 
by strikers during the day. The most 
important meeting was at France- 
Belgian hall, which was attended by 
more than 1,000 persons, including 
Poles, Syrians, Belgians, Lithunians 
and Italians. Local leaders addressed 
them, and they gave way’'to two na- 
tional organizers of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, the textile 
workers’ organization which has as- 
Sumed the official direction of ‘the 
strike. The remarks of the organizers 
urging the continuance of the strike 
were received with wild applause, 

Only two mills in the city are ex- 
empt from the strike. 

The management of the Everett 
mills, employing 2,500 operatives, has 
announced an indefinite shutdown on 
account of the strike, and other mill 
agents are said to be considering the 
idea of following that example. and 
making the lockout general. 


MENINGITIS SITUATION 
GRADUALLY IMPROVING 


Dallas, Texas, January 14,.— Three 
deaths and three new cases within the 
last twenty-four hours summarizes the 
meningitis situation in Dallas, and 
physicians declare the outlook bright 
for an early end of the epidemic. 

Dr. Oscar Dowling, president of the 
Louisiana board of.health, and Dr. P. 
EF. Archinard, Louisiana state bacte- 
rilologist, who arrived here today to 
investigate conditions, declared their 
belief tonight that the regulations in 
force here are all that can be desired 
to prevent spread of the disease, 

Dr. Dowling said: “I see no earthly 
reason for any place to quarantine 
against Dallas.” Dr. Archinard said: 
“I don’t see anything in conditions 
here that are in any way alarming.” 


Although Para,-the commercial me- 
tropolis of the Amazon valley and the 
Sreatest rubber exporting center of 
the world, has long enjoyed an im- 
mense trade, this has: been seriously 
hampered by two circumstances, viz., 
poor harbor facilities and the unhealth- 
fulness of the town. Recently: the 
Brazillian government has taken se- 
riously in hand the improvement of 
the harbor and has nearly completed 
works the total cost of which will 
amount to about thirty-nine million 
dollars. Whereas formerly large ves- 
sels, owing to the shallowness of the 
water, were obliged to lie some miles 
from the quays, a considerable. part of 
the new quay wall will have a depth 
alongside of from 302 to 32% feet. 
Docks, ship railways, metallic ware- 
houses, electric cranes and buildings 
for the customs, postoffice and national 
telegraph are included among the im- 
provements. Meanwhile the state of 
Para is endeavoring to improve ‘the 
hygienic conditions of the city, and 
especially to eliminate the particular 
type of mosquito which 1s the carrier 
of yellow fever.—Scientific American, 
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WRECK RECORD 
OF THE ATLANTIC 


Havoc of All Previous Winters 
Eclipsed in. the Last 
Few Weeks. 


7 


Washington, January 14.—The storm 
swept Atlantic coast is piling up a 
record of wrecks of ships and suffer- 
ing of men that’ promises to eclipse 
the havoc. of all previous rigorous and 
severe winters on the eastern sea- 
board. During the past fortnight-— 
and the énd is not yet in sight—the 
reyenue cutters patrolling the coast 
have been called into greater activity 
than ever before in their history. 
Within this period they have extended 
aid to 37 tempest-tossed vessels and 
thelr helpless and frost-bitten crews, 
whom they have transported-to havens 
of safety. The aggregate value of the 
salvaged ships runs into millions, and 
it ig estimated that about 300 lives 
were saved by the revenue cutters and 
the life-saving service, working sepa- 
rately or jointly. 

The cordon of revenue cutters, 
stretching from Maine to Florida, is 
now performing its yearly service to 
commerce. From November to May, 
these little vessels patrol the Atlantic 
coast with the single purpose of as- 
sisting disabled craft battling with the 
sea. This patrol is continuous, the 
vessels putting, into port only for fuel 
and provisions. 

During such a winter as this, de- 
clared a revenue cutter officer today, 
there are no “piping times of peace,” 
for the’ revenue cutters. Hourly Cap- 
tain Bertholf, commandant. of the ser- 
vice, is recelving wireless appeals for 
help. These are sent by the helpless 
vessels or steamers passing them, and 
frequently are picked up by the revc- 
nue’ cutters before they reach Wasii- 
ington. The “S. O. 8.” of the wireless 
has played its important part in the 
rescue work.

Stoned in Chicago. 

In the January American Magazine 
is an interesting sketch of Mrs. .J? T. 
Bowen, of Chicago, a woman of wealth 
and ability, whose contributions to- 
ward the betterment of her city are 
described in an article by Jane Ad- 
dams. Following is an extract from 
the article. showing how Chicago used 
to treat anybody who undertook to 
establish metropolitan standards there: 

“Chicago, in spite of its size and 
somewhat world-weary aspect, If yet 
so absurdly young that inhabitants 
of old Fort Dearborn are still living 
and children and grandchildren recall 
spirited recitals of indian forays. re- 
pulsed from its first stockade. One 
of there. Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, heard 
many stirring adventures from _ her 
grandfather, Edward H. Hadduck, who 
in the early thirties drove a prairie 
schooner from Detroit containing 
$200,000 in gold which the United 
States government sent to Fort Dear- 
horr The young gevernment em- 
ployee, much impressed with the ship- 
ning facilities at the foot of Lake 
Michigan, returned to Fort Dearborn 
the following vear. ond this tjme the 
prairie schooner carried jris bride and 
the household equipment of a pioneer. 

“Louise Hadd.ick deKoven, the sub- 
ject of this sketch, was their only 
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grandchild. The family lived for 
many years in a red brick house on 
the corner of Wabash avenue and Mon- 
rees street, past which ‘bunches’ 
cattle were continually driven on their 
way to the stock yards. 

“Young Chicago was striving in 
many ways to be ‘more fashionable’ 
and Miss deKoven, at the age of 15. 
assumed her obligation in this direc- 
tion by appearing the first high dog- 
cart which the city haa ever seen. 
Both she and the liveried man behind 
her were at times vigorously stoned 
as a demonstration of democracy, and 
OM One occasion the groom, exasperated 
by these missiles and holding demo- 
cratic princivles of his own, jumped 
down from the cart as it was crossing- 
tush street bridge, flinging his de- 
spised coat and high hat Into the back 
of it as he hotly announced, ‘You ean 
take this livery over town if you want 
to, but you can't take me.’

Dt, Crafts Urges Law to Pro. 
fect the “Dry” States, 


“Speaker of the Third House” 
Suggests Means of Forcing 
Congressional Sentiment. 
Lecturer Making Tour of the 
South. 


Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, Ph.D., secre- 
tary and treasurer of the internation- 
al reform bureau, and known in 
Washington as “the speaker of the 
third house,” addressed an interested 
audience yesterday afternoon at Wes- 
ley Memorial church on the subject 
of an interstate liquor law. 

Dr. Crafts made a very eloquent 
plea for the co-operation and support 
financial ang moral of every Christian 
man and woman, declaring that it is 
not only their duty as church mem- 
bers, but as intelligent individuals 
and citizens, to insist that congress 
Shall enact a law prohibiting the 


shipping of whisky into prohibition 
states. 


Foree Congressional]. Sentiment. 

As a@ means of forcing congressional 
sentiment in the matter, Dr. Crafts 
suggested that each person from time 
to time, send a postal card, a letter, 
or, better still, a lettergram to repre- 
sentatives from his state and district, 
urging the necessity for such a law. 

Statistics and very effective argu- 
ment were used by Dr. Crafts, and, as 
he has a pleasant manner of delivery 
ang a faculty for lightening his ad- 
dress by amusing anecdotes, he held 
the attention of his audience for two 
hours. 

Dr. Crafts is making a 40-day tour 
of the south for the purpose of lectur- 
ing on the need of an interstate liquor 
law. ‘ ;

A study of political corruption re- 
veals the fact that however much local 
conditions may vary a few simple prin- 
ciples are involved, and perhaps if 
these were properly undertook it would 
be easier to find and apply remedies. 
These principles are almost axiomatic 
in their simplicity, and for that reason 
they are seldom considered worth 
dwelling on by writers who are excited 
by the specific cases to which they are 
giving attention. All who are engaged 
in practical politics understand them 
and apply them in their work: but it is 
surprising to find how ignorant the 
average voter is of the means by 
which his political activities are ren- 
dered absurd or made to have’ the op- 
posite effect from that intended. One 
does not need to probe very deeply to 
find that the vast majority of the 
voters of the country are hone and 
are, consequently, bewildered t find 
how helpless they are in trying to ef- 
fect reforms. They know they are 
cheated and defeated at every election, 
and yet they do not see that the re- 
sponsibility rests at thetr own doors. 
It never seems to dawn on them that 
the honest partisan is the greatest as- 
set of the political corruptionist. It is 
because the majority can be handled 
without being bought that it is so easy 
to swing an election. The greater num- 
ber of honest partisans the easier it is 
for the corruptionist to attain his ends. 
No matter how amazing may be the 
corruption which is revealed by the 
muck-raker or a court of investigation, 
it will! be found that it all springs 
from the ease with which the balance 
of power can be secured when two par- 
ties contend. Careful investigators and 
practical politicians agree in placing 
the corruptible vote of the country at 
«“ per cent of the whole. But, as things 
have developed, it would be better to 
Say that, under normal conditions of 
party warfare, it would be necessary 
to corrupt only 2 per cent to swing a 
general election. Of course, in the 
constituencies on the firing line. the 
percentage would be much greater, but 
the percentage is lowered at once 
when we add the many constituencies 
that are party strongholds, and where 
corruption {is unnecessary.

Madrid, January 14.—The Spanish 
cabinet, of which Jose Canalejas y 
Mendez was premier, resigned today. 

The cabinet resigned as the result 
of a divergence of views with King 
Alfonso as to the advisability of com- 
muting the death sentence of one of 
the rioters, who murdered a judge and 
wounded several court officials in the 
town of Cullera, province of Valencia, 
last September. The general strike 
at that time in Valencia and other 
provinces involved a plot to assassi- 
nate General Weyler, and the King 
was compelled to suspend the consti- 
tutional guarantee.

The trial of the strikers concerned 
in the Cullera murder has engrossed

The amount appropriated for 
Auditorium-Armory is $53,000, includ- 
ing $7,500 for an addition to the 
armory, the county to appropriate a 
like amount.

For the city stockade an appropria- 
tion of $36,241 was appropriated, which 
includes $3,500 for the first payment on 
a site for a new stockade. 

In- the apportionment sheet was 
placed $25,000 for the Druid Hills dis- 
posal plant, but this ‘Amount was 
placed on both sides of the sheet, as 
the plant has been donated to the city 
by the Druid Hills Land Company. The 
city will have the use of this. disposal 
plant without having to pay a dollar 
for it.

In his article on American Archaeol- 
ogy in Harper’s for January Dr. Ells- 
worth Huntington of Yale discusses the 
interesting question as to whether our 
southwestern states were ever densely 
populated.

Most represent mere tem- 
porary stopping-places wher migra- 
tory bands of a people supposed to 
have been the ancestors of the Indians 
settled for a few years and then moved 
on. At the outside limit, so say these 
archaeologists, the entire population 
never amounted to more than a few 
score thousands, whose civilization was 
of the lowest and most insignificant 
ty pe. Other students, fewer in num- 
ber than the orthodox school, hold that 
the majority of the ruins were all oc- 
cupied at the same time and for cen- 
tury after century. They say that the 
population of the arid southwest must 
have amounted to many hundred thou- 
sands—decidedly more in all probabil- 
ity than:‘the country supports today. 
Furthermore, if this were so, although 
the type of civilization may have been 
most primitive compared with ours, 
yet it was by no means so low as that 
of the modern Indians. It must have 
been of the same grade as that of 
early Babylonia, Egypt, Palestine, or 


Greece, before the art of writing was.
